Successful chip designed 

Electrical Engineering graduates homegrown student

Nearly two and one-half years since its 
inception July 1, 1983, the UVic Depart¬ 
ment of Electrical Engineering is about 
to pass its first home grown graduate, 
Brian McKinney, through its doors. 

McKinney is called a home grown stu¬ 
dent because he has done all of his post 
secondary studies at UVic since he came 
here as a first year undergraduate stu¬ 
dent from Trail, B.C., in Sept. 1979. 

On Jan. 17, he successfully defended 
his thesis project, which entailed design¬ 
ing a digital computer chip capable of 
performing the mathematical algorithm 
known as the fast Fourier transform. 


This algorithm is used extensively in 
such fields as speech and image process¬ 
ing as well as radar and sonar. 

Initial computer simulations of the 
FFT circuit indicate excellent perfor¬ 
mance results, and manufacturing of 
the chip designed by McKinney is being 
considered, says Dr. V.K. Bhargava, 
graduate advisor with the Department 
of Electrical Engineering. 

McKinney, who has accepted a job 
offer from Bell Northern Research, will 
begin working for BNR in Ottawa in 
February, but expects he may be back at 
UVic sometime in the future. 


‘T’d like to continue. BNR has a pro¬ 
gram to subsidize students going back 
for graduate studies. After a few years, if 
accepted, I definitely would consider 
coming back to UVic for a Ph.D.,” he 
said last week. 

‘T like pure research in applied areas”. 

If any manufacturing of the chip he 
designed takes place, McKinney says he 
will not be involved. “I would stay out of 
it—designing the chip has been a source 
of education for me. But, it is probably 
highly marketable. 

“One of the bigger companies recently 
announced a chip design 10 times bigger 


with similar specifications, so this 
showed that we were able to predict 
accurately what industry would come up 
with.” 

Dr. F. El Guibaly, assistant professor * 
who specializes in Very Large Scale 
Integration (VLSI) system design, was 
McKinney^s thesis supervisor. 

In a technological sense, VLSI refers 
to a circuit density of a thousand logic 
gates per chip. In general, it also refers 
to the design techniques and methodolo¬ 
gies used to realize the final product. 

The chip which resulted from McKin¬ 
ney’s thesis project entitled (The VLSI of 
a General-Purpose FFT Processing 
Node”) contains some 18,000 transistors 
and was designed using the Electrical 
Engineering Department’s Metheus 
VLSI design workstation awarded to 
UVic by the Canadian Microelectronics 
Corporation. UVic is one of 12 Canadian 
universities chosen to receive the work¬ 
stations; which are valued at approxi¬ 
mately $150,000 and used primarily for 
electrical circuit design and simulation. 

McKinney says the UVic Co-operative 
Education program was a “strong draw¬ 
ing card” in his decision to enrol at 
UVic. He enrolled in the five-year Phys¬ 
ics co-op program and graduated in May 
1984 with a B.Sc. Physics co-op degree, 
then enrolled in the Faculty of Graduate 
Studies and the Department of Electri- . 
cal Engineering as a student by special 
arrangement. After the Engineering 
graduate program was approved in 
1985, he formally enrolled in the depart¬ 
ment’s Master of Applied Science 
Program. 

The applied science program suited 
McKinney’s interests as it encourages 
original research at the Masters level, as 
had the co-op program suited his interest 
in gaining work experience. 

“The co-op program definitely helped 
when I came out of physics. I already 
had about two full years of work expe¬ 
rience in industry, and this never hurts, 
especially with a fresh graduate. 

“The jobs are definitely out there. I 
had several job offers, and chose the one 
that suited me most.” 


Hours grow longer at popular Interfaith Chapel

Seven UVic students are among the 
volunteers now assisting the Chaplains 
in keeping the chapel open. Others are 
from the University Women’s Club, St. 
Mary’s Anglican Church in Oak Bay, 
Inter-Varsity Christism Fellowship, and 
the Christian Science Church of 
Victoria. 

The situation is well under control— 
most days in the chapel are well booked, 
and often evenings as well, says 
Anderson. 

Pat McTavish of Student Services 
says that she is taking bookings already 
for next year, and has a wedding booked 


for Feb. 14,1987. To date there have been 
25 weddings solemnized in the chapel, 
two memorial services and a christen¬ 
ing. To book a ceremony, call McTavish 
at telephone 721-8022, as soon in 
advance as possible. 

A variety of Alma Mater Society reli¬ 
gious clubs use parts of the building at 
various times for scheduled worship or 
prayer. Among the current users are the 
Lutheran Student Movement, the Stu¬ 
dents’ Christian Movement, the Chris¬ 
tian Science Organization, the 
Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship, and 
the Muslim group on campus.

“The Chaplains’ Services Team wel¬ 
comes this wide-spread use of the facility 
and we cherish the hope such use will 
grow. The building was erected through 
the generous donations of thousands of 
alumni, many church people and other 
religious groups.

Trojitn Women 
at Phoenix 

Lunchtime theatre is coming to the Pho¬ 
enix next week, Jan. 29 to 31, with the 
presentation of Euripides’ anti-war play 
The Trojan Women. 

The play is set in 416 B.C., on the 
island of Melos which had elected to 
remain neutral in lieu of joining the. 
Athenian Empire. As a consequence, all 
adult males were put to death, the 
women and children were enslaved and 
the island re-populated with loyal 
subjects. 

The great Greek playwright Euripides 
produced a trilogy a few months after 
this tragedy, of which only the third 
part. The Trojan Women, remains. 

This play goes beyond a simple con¬ 
demnation of tyranny, to question the 
concepts of conqueror and vanquished, 
and touches on the concept of personal 
responsibility for one’s own suffering. 

Directed by theatre student Clayton 
Jevne, The Trojan Women is being pres¬ 
ented as an M.F.A. directing project. It 
begins at 12 p.m. each day in the Bar¬ 
bara McIntyre Studio. Admission is $1. 


The monumental musical genius of Lud¬ 
wig von Beethoven will be examined in 
detail in a Great Composers series of lec¬ 
tures offered through University Exten¬ 
sion and Community Relations. 

Registrations are now being accepted 
for this unique lecture and performance 
series which begins Feb. 6. Dr. William 
Kinderman, Associate Dean of Fine 
Arts and an internationally recognized 
Beethoven scholar, will provide the lec¬ 
tures and performances. 

The lecture series is co-ordinated with 
the Northwest Beethoven Festival Feb. 
28 to April 6, which includes 12 concerts 
and an international Beethoven sympo¬ 
sium March 21 to 23 at the School of 
Music. 

The Extension series of six lectures 
includes performances by Kinderman of 
two of Beethoven’s most celebrated 
works for piano, the Thirty Three Varia¬ 
tions on a Waltz by Diabelli and the 
Piano Sonata in C Mirror. 

Kinderman has performed the Dia¬ 
belli Variations in concerts in Canada 
and the United States. 

In the lecture series, Kinderman will 
examine Beethoven’s position in the his¬ 
tory of music and Western culture, the 
impact of his deafness on his creative 
development, his musical sketchbooks 
and his role as a humanist through such 
works as the Ninth Symphony. 

Extension is also offering a special 
dinner-music evening on March 21 in 
the UVic Faculty Club. A special perfor¬ 
mance devoted to the works of Beet¬ 
hoven and his contemporaries will be 
preceeded by a full-course dinner and 
discussion of the performance in the 
School of Music Recital Hall.

Indonesia: 100 Islands in the Process of 
Modernization is the topic of a sympo¬ 
sium to be held at UVic Jan. 28, from 
7:30 p.m. to 9:30 p.m., in Room 157 of the 
Begbie Building. 

The symposium will be addressed by 
Dr. Terry G. McGee, Director of the Insti¬ 
tute of Asian Research at the U niversity 
of British Columbia. 

A nation of islands, and the world’s 
fifth-largest country, Indonesia has a 
wealth of petroleum resources and an 
innovative approach to development, 
yet remains relatively poor. In this sym¬ 
posium McGee, who has just returned 
from several months study in Indonesia, 
will discuss Indonesia’s approach to 
modernization, and ways in which its 
island makeup affects its choices and 
constraints. 

This is the ninth in a series of Sympo¬ 
sia sponsored by the Centre for Pacific 
and Oriental Studies at UVic, in co¬ 
operation with Islands’ 86. The sympo¬ 
sium is intended to increase awareness 
of islands’ issues in preparation for a 
major conference to be held at the uni¬ 
versity May 8, 9 and 10 this year. 

Fee for the symposium is $5, with free 
admission for students. Registration is 
at the door. 



Prestigious scholarships offered 

UVic has established new prestigious entrance scholarships for “stu¬ 
dents of exceptional academic promise”. 

The John Locke Malkin Entrance Scholarships of $4,000 and $2,500 
are funded from a donation of more than $500,000 from John Malkin, a 
former wholesale food distributor who died in Victoria in 1984. 

Up to six awards will be made annually to students entering UVic from 
secondary school or college. If a student maintains a grade point average 
of 7.50 or better, the scholarship is automatically renewed until comple¬ 
tion of a first degree, or a maximum of five years. 

The scholarships, based strictly on academic performance, are not 
restricted to British Columbia students. 

The Malkin Scholarships were among several new awards approved 
by the Senate, Jan. 8, and Board of Governors, Jan. 20. 

International student grants 

offered 

International students at UVic are invited to apply for a limited number 
of grants of up to $500, to enable them to participate in scholarly confer¬ 
ences in Canada during 1986. 

The grants are being offered by the Canadian Bureau for International 
Education, to international students across the country who have been 
invited to participate in an academic conference, in recognition of their 
achievements in their field of study. 

Candidates receiving priority would include those who have been 
invited to present a conference paper, sit on a panel, or organize a session 
at any conference being held in Canada after May this year. 

CBIE urges students seeking the grants to also seek funds from depart¬ 
ments at the university they are attending, to enable CBIE to make a 
greater number of grants. 

Application forms for the grants are available at UVic from Student 
and Ancillary Services, and should be forwarded to CBIE in Ottawa by 
March 14 this year. 


Alumni looks for students 

UVic students who do not already hold a scholarship from the Univer¬ 
sity having a value greater than $100 are invited to apply for one of four 
annual Alumni Scholarships worth $1,500 each. 

The UVic Alumni offers these scholarships to students entering one of 
the two final years of undergraduate studies at the university, based 
upon their scholastic achievement in winter session, and demonstrated 
contributions to the university and/or community activities. 

Interested students should initiate their own applications, then 
request recommendations from a professor. Selected students will be 
interviewed in March. 

Winners of the scholarships in previous years must be renominated for 
consideration a second time. 

The nominations by faculty members should be endorsed by the Direc¬ 
tor or Chairman of the School or Department, and received in the Alumni 
Association no later than March 1. Nomination forms can be obtained at 
the Alumni Office, Room 107 of the Sedgewick Building.

“The art of the future will be the expression of the individual artist through the thousand 
powers of the machine, ” foretold Frank Lloyd Wright in 1910. This dictum takes shape 
in the current display at the Maltwood Gallery, “Designer Chairs of the Modern Period. ” 
Extended one week from Feb. 2 to Feb. 9* the display offers viewers a rare opportunity 
to examine modern trends in furniture design by means of prototypes. A striking and 
colorful collection of chairs designed by artists who have seen this piece of furniture as 
a thing of beauty, the display includes designs by M. Breuer, C. Fames, Le Corbusier, A.

high praise for his integrity and unusual 
ability to integrate different spheres of 
thought and action. 

Born in Ireland in 1917, he rose to 
world prominence as Irish delegate to 
the United Nations and special repre¬ 
sentative of Dag Hammarskjold 
assigned to oversee United Nations 
operation in the Congo in 1961. He 
resigned from his U.N. post and from the 
Irish foreign service only seven months 
later. The complex series of events pre- 
ceeding his resignation made him the 
most controversial figure in the U.N. 
Secretariat and, for ^ time, in interna¬ 
tional diplomacy. 

Later, he published a book To 
Katanga and Back: A UN Case, which 
gives a behind-the-scenes account of 
what happened in the Congo that is at 
variance with the official UN version 
blit for which he was praised in some 
circles. An opinion in The New York 
Times said “O’Brien is to be com¬ 
mended for pulling aside part of the veil 
of secrecy over the UN operations.” 

Shortly after O’Brien resigned his UN 
posts, he was' invited by Kwame 
Nkrumah to become vice-president of 
the University of Ghana. He served in 
this post until 1965, when political 
events convinced him that the auto¬ 
nomy of the university was being 
seriously infringed and he announced 
his intention to resign. 

While still serving at Ghana, O’Brien 
was invited to take an appointment as 
Regents Professor and holder of the 
Albert Schweitzer Chair in the Humani¬ 
ties at New York University. The

announcement of his post mentioned 
O’Brien’s “unusual ability to combine 
several disciplines” noting that “litera¬ 
ture and society merge as a subject of 
critical interest in this man.” 

A New Statesman portrait of 
O’Brien says “In so far as a civil servant 
can, he became a minor national hero; 
the Irish indepedent, asserting his coun¬ 
try’s independence along with his own.” 

Since holding the Albert Schweitzer 
Chair in New York, O’Brien has served 
in several political and academic posi¬ 
tions in his own country and has con¬ 
tinued to write prolifically on both 
politics and literature. 

The October 1985 issue of The Atlan¬ 
tic Monthly features his views on the 
Middle East in a nine-page article titled 
“Why Israel Can’t Take ‘Bold Steps’ for 
Peace”. 

Among O’Brien’s many publications 
are The Morality of Scholarship (with 
Northrop Frye and Stuart Hampshire), 
The Shaping of Modern Ireland, Power 
and Consciousness, The Suspecting 
Glance, A Concise History of Ireland, 
Writers and Politics, and Maria Cross: 
Imaginative Patterns in a Group of Mod¬ 
ern Catholic Writers. He has contributed 
to the New Statesman, Nation, Sat¬ 
urday Review and other publications. 

O’Brien is noted for having a diplo¬ 
mat’s urbanity, incisive wit, the gifi: of 
gab, and a flair for mimicry. According 
to the New Statesman portrait “He is a 
modern version of that 19th-century radi¬ 
cal phenomenon, the Only White Man 
the Natives Trust.”

UVic Fine Arts graduate Stefanie Denz has an 
exhibit of her work titled “Images” currently 
showing at XChanges Gallery, 951 North Park 
St. in Victoria.
